Physical measurements of lengths as we now know them, terms such as inches, 
feet and yards, are rapidly being replaced with the METRIC SYSTEM OF MEASURE- 
MENTS and new terms such as millimeter, centimeter are now appearing in radio 
publications. See WIBHD's portable 3 element pocket beam in the December 1973 
issue of 73 magazine for an example of the use of Metric dimentions. 


The accompaning METRIC CONVERSION CHART may be of some help to get you accus- 
tomed to this new system. 


1 millimeter equals .001 meters or .039370 inches. 
1 centimeter equals .01 meter or .3937 inches. 

1 decimeter equals .1 meter or 3.937 inches. 

1] meter equals 3.28084 feet.
